the breakwater at Seaholme. 


Work on the proposed break 
water stopped following pro. 
tests and a petition from resi. 
dents. The site is midway 
between Millers Road and 
Surf Street. 

The two boatowners who 
put the case of those rate. 
payers in favour of the break 
water said they represented 
an organisation of 25 years 


standing. They considered 
the breakwater would help to 
prevent erosion and give 


much needed protection for 
boats. 

Mr. A. S. Wright attended 
as a private citizen to speak 
against the proposal.

school. This means another 


4340 residents (20 per cent. 
of the municipality) will have 
sewerage. Following this pat. 
tern and considering a large 
area has already been sewered 
another four financial years 
should see the whole of Al- 
tona sewered. 

Cr. Ginifer said no real 
activity or detailed planning 
for the southern section of the 
Shire is possible until the 
Lands Department releases 
the land for the sewerage 
farm to be developed west of 
the golf course. 

The sewerage work in this 
area is expected to be three 
times as costly as in other 
metropolitan bayside areas.

THINKING AND 
DOING 


Human beings divide into 
two types: thinkers and doers. 
Some do more thinking than 
doing; while others prefer ac- 
tion rather than thought. Of- 
ten the thinkers despise the 
doers, while the doers look up- 
on the thinkers as impractical 
dreamers remote from the 
stern realities of living. 

Both the life of thought and 
the life of action, if lived too 
exclusively, have serious draw- 
backs. Men of action may sel- 
dom pause to question the 
goals to which their life is 
leading or even whether what 
they are doing is worthwhile. 
The so-called practical man 
who never gives himself time 
to really think, often has little 
of interest to say. 

On the other hand, the 
thinker is in danger of becom- 
ing an interested spectator of 
the game of life without ever 
really playing it. He may cut 
off himself from the great 
mass of ordinary human _be- 
ings, and, in doing so, fail to 
understand them. His reflec- 
tions may thus lead him to 
wrong, even dangerous, con- 
clusions and he may cease 
even to be a good “hinker.

Fresh summer fruits are 
now in season and good 
use can be made of them 
with easy-to-make junket, 

Peaches, apricots, plums, 
cherries, bananas, oranges, 

prunes and strawberries all 
combine with junket for a 
tasty, nourishing hot-weather 
dessert. 

And junkets are made in 
minutes— 

Take 1 plain or 2 flavoured 
junket tablets, crush and dis- 
Solve in a little cold water. 
Warm 1 pint of milk to blood 
temperature and add sugar or 
saccharine to taste. Remove 
milk from stove and stir in 
quickly, for a few seconds 
only, the dissolved junket tab- 
Jets. Let stand for about 10 
minutes, without disturbing. 
The junket will then be set 
and can be placed in the re- 
frigerator for chilling. 7 

Here are junket recipes 
ideal for use with summer 
fruits— 

BANANA VELVET 
2 strawberry (or raspberry) 
tablets 
2 bananas 
1 pint milk 
1 teaspoon sugar 
Strawberries. 

Slice bananas to cover bot- 
tom of four or five dessert 
glasses. ‘Make the junket to 
directions as above and, while 
still liquid, pour over the 
bananas, filling the glasses.

The residents allege black 
dust pollution from the factory 
is a health hazard and caus- 


ing damage _to homes and 
clothing and interfering with 
their everyday lives. However 


they readily admitted that the 
trouble was not apparent be- 
fore last year even though the 
plant has been in operation for 
six years, . 


Eighty seven residents living 
in proximity to the plant who 


the pollution were invited to 
the General Purposes Meeting 
of the Council last Tuesday 
week to be held from 7.30 to 
8 p.m. However in the hope of 
reaching a satisfactory agree~- 
ment the Council took the 
unusual course of extending the 
meeting unti! 10 p.m.Two rep- 
resentatives of the company 
were also present. Cr. H. W. 
Lee chaired the meeting held 
in the Civic Hall. 

Mrs Beran of Cooper Av- 
enue said the trouble started 
during January of last year and 
has progressively worsened. 
She said the cleaning of her 
house has now become a 24 
hour a day job and children ore 
unable to play outside as car- 
bon is ‘everywhere. 

Mr. Maddison of Bunting 
Court spoke of accumulated 
deposits of black in the grass 
and how it is waiked into the 
the houses. it will not brush off 
and ruins the interior finishes 
of walls. He said the company 
had washed his house but stifl 
there is carbon. 

Mrs. Doyle complained of 
the impossibility of keeping 
washing clean—cloths, mainly 
nylon, are being ruined each 
week. 

Mrs. Hear! of Luly Court said 
she has received compensat- 
tion from the company—£10 
under the door—and was prom- 
ised there would be no more 
trouble but there has been, 
She wondered whot effect the 
breathing of this deposit would 
have on the health of residents. 

All the screens and fly wire 
doors of Mr. O’Driscoll’s home 
in Bunting Court were washed 
one Thursday but by Saturday 
a visitor who leant against a 
fly wire door had his white shirt 
covered in black soot. Mr. 
O'Driscoll said all doors and 
windows had a coating of black 
on them, 

sOther women spoke of leav- 
ing clean locked houses in the 
morning and on returning in 
the afternoon finding a film of 
black dust over furniture and 
floors. 

Mrs. Patterson of Bunting 
Court produced white rags lit- 
erally covered with black dust 
—she said even though her 
furniture hed been cleoned 
earlier in the day this was the 
accumulation of dust she wiped 
off her. buffet just before leav- 
ing home to attend the meeting. 

Mrs, Patterson reminded the 
company representatives of the 
of the stipulations made by the 
Board of Works when a permit 
was issued for establishment of 
the factory—the factory must 
not emit noise, vibration, smell, 
steam, soot, ash or wastes. In 
the event of a default the 
permit would be cancelled. 
However she said for the sake 
of the employees, she would 
not like to see the plant closed 
down. 7 

Mr. F. Green, personne! sup- 
erintendent at Carbon Black, 
y | said the company had investi- 
gated complaints and admitted 
there had been two malfunc- 
tions after which the company 
accepted liability for ,darriage 
and restituted residents. 

He said there had been no 
complaints prior to August of 
last year. 

After an emission in October 
the company had washed down

TEMPERANCE SOCIETIES ANNOUNCE 
BETTER HEALTH BENEFITS 


Increased benefits and reduced con- 
tributions will be provided to members of 


the various funds by 


the Independent Or- 


der of Rechabites, the district secretary, 
Mr. J. W. Rintoul, said recently. 
This has been brought about by the better ex- 


perience determined by the claims’ ratio to contribu- 
tions paid by the members, and follows a record sur- 


plus disclosed by a recent 
society‘s main funds. 


Nearly 3000 cheques for $40 
have been posted since Jan- 
uary 1st to full benefit mem- 
bers throughout Victoria, as 
members over 65 years of age. 


In the Government subsid- 
dised Health Scheme funds, 
it has been found possible to 
substantially reduce hospital 
fund contributions. This will 
mean that family unit members 
will pay $32 instead of $38.40 
per year for the maximum 
fund benefit of $67.20 per week 
plus the usual $14 per week 
Government Subsidy whilst in 
hospital. 


The brochure announcing the 
reduction, which has been sent 
to members, states: “Voluntary 
Total Abstinence pays big div. 
idends. It is a tragic fact that 
whilst our Temperance princi- 
ples have helped to provide 
the finances of most hospitals 
are strained due to the high 
cost of caring for patients ad- 
mitted because of the use and 
abuse of beverage alcohol, and 
whose accounts are often not 
paid or are deferred for years 
because of third party claims 
and legal actions.‘ 


Asked to comment on the 
reason for the lower contrib- 
butions, Mr. jRintoul stated 
that, because he has been as- 
sociated with the problems of 
the National Health Scheme 
since its inception, he believed 
that approved Temperance 
Societies in all Australian 
States have had a better ex- 
perience than most other 
Health Benefit Organizations. 


Facts and statistics in Vic- 
teria show that Rechabite 
members, who are voluntary 
anstainers from strong drink, 
have a low claim rate for 
sickness and involvement in 
motor car accidents, which in 
turn also saves management 
costs in Health Benefit Funds. 


The Society has decided that 
these savings are to be return- 
ed to the members in the form 
of reduced contributions and 
not saved for posterity. No 
transfers of members from 
other organizations are expect- 
ed nor will be solicited, because

The manager of the Victor- 

ian division of the National 
Safety Council, Mr. R. W. 
Carmichael, said his organis- 
ation fully supported intensive 
driving training beginning in 
schools, and proposals to draw 
up a curriculum of driving 
intruction were under consid- 
eration. 
Mr. Carmichael ’ said he 
could not give a date when the 
plan would be available for 
submission to the Victorian 
Education Department, but he 
was anxious for it to be com- 
pleted as soon as possible. 

If the plan was acceptable, 
it would include in the cur- 
riculum, provisions for practic. 
al training, visual aids on road 
hazards and safety measures, 
instruction in road law (in 
conjunction with the police), 
discussion groups and an en.

Please Watch For 
Cape Barren Geese 


These large grey geese are 
PROTECTED and cannot be 
shot. 


But shooters can help by 
reporting any they see to the 
Fisheries and Wildlife De- 
partment, or to local Fisheries 
and Wildlife Officers. 


This is specifically impor- 
tant where the goose is wear- 
ing a red plastic collar. Six 
hundred of these birds from 
the Bass Strait islands have 
been marked for easy sighting 
as part of a research program 
being carried out jointly with 
the Tasmanian Animals and 
Birds Protection Board and 
the Victorian Department. 


Do not disturb and inter- 
fere with the geese—just re- 
port where you sighted them. 
Lakes and swamps in the 
Western District anywhere 
from Geelong to the South 
Australian border are said to 
be the most likely. 

The Cape Barren goose is 
the only one of its kind in the 
world and is urgently in need 
of conservation. It was once 
fairly common in Victoria, 
but is now rare. The aim of 
the research is to see it re- 
established in Victoria.
